On visiting the temples at Nagv, 
twenty-five miles Inland from the NII-i 
nt the placa which Caillard in 1821 de¬ 
clared to be Meroe. the professor was 
riot corirfhceU, owing to The absence of 
any signs of remains of old habita¬ 
tions. After visiting the Pyramids 
near Kabushia, and copying many of 
the inscriptions, the professor hunt* 1 
round for some sign# of a ruined city, 
which he felt sure must be somewhere 
near. These he discovered on the

He found the great wall of the Inner 
defences, and tin- remains of the Tem¬ 
ple of Amnn mentioned In Strabo; also 
part of the Avenue of Rams leading 
up to the temple, and a statue of a 
king, life slse. besides scarabs, seals, 
pottery, etc.. which date from B. C.

An Important slab with Greek In¬ 
scriptions was also unearthed. It will 
be sent to the Khartum Museum. 

The fixing of the true site of Meroe 
is of the utmost Importance from an 
archaeological point •- view, because 
the burled cities of ancient Ethopla 
mentioned by early historians can be 
approximately determined by their 
known distance from Meroe. Thus 
Ptollys. spoken of as five days' dis¬ 
tance from Meroe, would comtpon l 
to Wad-ben-nagk, where extensive 
mounds of atone and brick seem t» 
-point to old dwellings and temples. 

Again it was twelve days’ mardh 
from Meroe to the plac e where the 
soldiers of Psammetlchus II.. desert¬ 
ers from Egypt In the twenty-sixth 
Dynasty, were allowed by the King of 
Ethiopia to settle down on an Island. 
This corresponds to the country be¬ 
tween the White and the Blue Niles, 
which has always bee* known as an 
Island, where the present city of 
Khartum stands. Likewise the city of 
Epls, known to the ancients as situat¬

Egyptians settled In Meroe. Under 
Augustus Meroe was conquered, and 
under Nero nothing but ruins marked 
the*place of this onee powwful and 
civilised state. Cambyeea abojt 680 B. 
C. fortified the capital town, the site 
of which has now been discovered 
and called it Meroe.

Uniformity Not Wapted. 

The root of all theae anomalies is 
that the law* affecting marriage and 
divorce lie entirely within the control 
of each legislature In each Individual 
Blata. There Is no power to compel a 
Htate to alter Ita d tronw laws. and. 
short of a Constitutional amendment, 
there I* no power to i*ass and enforce 
a divorce law that will obtain all over 
the Union- Of late y*ars the pressure 
of publlr opinion has brought about 
some small approach to uniformity, 
the grounds on which a divorce may 
he obtained have been diminished; and 
the period nwe**a*y to establish » 
legal residence has been extended. 

But the day when a uniform code 
will be In operation throughout the 
country is Ittcklcalably remote, uni tio- 
bulk of American women, realizing 
that a uni fo rm code wrmM mean a 
stricter code, are very little di*ro»e<! to 
hasten It. Narrow divorce laws will Al¬ 
ways. probably, be uncongenial to thX 
American atmosphere. Some Ameri¬ 
can authorities. Indeed, seem positively 
to rejoice in the high divorce rate, and 
to regard It as a proof of “the elevated 
standard of decency and Intelligence 
and th* high-spirited character” of 
Aowican women; and this is probably 
the view of American women them¬ 
selves, or at any rate of moit of them.

Prohibition No Remedy. 

Prohibition, whether local or gen¬ 
eral. was no remedy. Wherever It was 
In force It was found that as a whole 
It had not been an entire success. In 
Maine, the boasted home of prohibi¬ 
tion. he had only to quote from the 
Pioneer, there was two million dollars' 
worth of liquor sold In a year. In 
other ease* It was the same and noth¬ 
ing was clearer than that prohibition 
did prohibit. From the standpoint 
of human liberty, aloe, prohibition was 
objectionable. If demorrarv meant 
that 61 per cent of the people could 
"alwssh" the other 49 per cent he 
wanted none nf It. But that was what 
dither prohibition or local option 
would mean. It would mean that the 
policeman's club, the bars of jail, or
